WHO THESE OUTSTANDING 
FIGURES ARE AND.WHY 


LORD ROBERT CECIL—British statesman, son of the third Marquis of Salisbury, 
was parliamentary Undersecretary for Foreign Affairs during the war years 
1915-1916. In 1918 he became Minister of Blockade and Assistant Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs. 

MICHAEL COLLINS—Sinn Fein leader; rose from obscurity between 1916 and 
1918, when he became a member of the Dail Eireann. When he was killed from 
ambush on Aug. 22, 1922, he was Minister of Finance in the Dail Cabinet and 
Commander-in-Chief of the Irish National Army. 

MAHATMA GANDHI—The inspiration of the idea of “passive resistance” to British 
control in India and the idolized leader of millions of Hindoos in that move- 
ment. He has done more than any other individual to thwart the imperial 
exploitation of his country. 

CHARLES E. HUGHES—Secretary of State in the Cabinets of Presidents Harding 
and Coolidge. Has been Governor of New York State for two terms; Associate 
Justice in the United States Supreme Court, unsuccessful candidate for the presi- 
dency in 1916, and guiding spirit, as “Commissioner Plenipotentiary,” of the 
international conference on the limitation of armaments at Washington in 1921. 


MUSTAPHA KEMAL PASHA—Beginning as a military leader of the Young Turks, 
distinguished himself at Gallipoli and later organized the Nationalist Army, as 
the commander of which he put himself at the head of the Nationalist Govern- 
ment of Angora, where he has ruled with absolute power. 

JOHN MAYNARD KEYNES—Britisher, whose books, “The Economic Consequence 
of the Peace” (1919) and “A Revision of the Treaty” (1922) caused sensations. 
He was principal representative of the Treasury at the Paris peace conference, 
and deputy for the Chancellor of the Exchequer on the Supreme Economic 


| Council in 1919. 


RAMSAY MACDONALD—England’s first labor Prime Minister. Has been chair- 
man of the Parliamentary Labor party and leader of His Majesty's opposition 
since 1922. Educated at a boarding school, he became secretary to the Labor 
party in 1900, and rapidly rose to leadership. 

BENITO MUSSOLINI—Two years ago led his “black shirt” Fascist army on

‘‘Musher’’ Fails to Take 
All Precautions. 


Correspon-lence of the Associated Press. 
NENANA, Alaska, April 27.—The 
“musher” in the Arctic Circle, 


relax his vigilance if he would sur- 
vive the perils peculiar to the re- 
gion. 

To the explorer, prospector, sc!- 
entist, trapper or hauler of mail 
and supplies who must go north of 
the Yukon River basin, one of the 
greatest winter hazards is the lack 
of timber for firewood. In some 
localities the only timber is aspen, 
commonly called poplar, scrub 
spruce and stunted brush. When 
a man faces 560 degrees below zero 
in sleeping bag and canvas tent, 
he requires a big log fire and 
abundant fuel to keep it going. 
When the Arctic blizzard sweens 
down, man and beast are compelled 
to seek shelter. 

“Frozen” Lungs Are Common. 
In the bitterest cold, few lung= 
can withstand the “scorching” at- 
mosphere that appears to sear 
them like a flame, while the blood 
is turning to ice. ‘“Frozen’’ lunes 
are not uncommon, but there are 
certain precautions that minimize 
the danger. 

The equipment includes thre:3 
pairs of heavy woolen socks on 
each foot; underwear and shirt of 
wool, but of medium weight; mir 
tens augmented by buckskin § slip- 
overs, and a drill parka, its hood 
faced with wolverine fur, which 
doe#” not gather frost and freeze 
where the breath strikes it. The 
muskrat or beaver cap has flaps to 
pull’ down over the ears, and under 
the chin. The shoes frequently 
are moose hock mukluks. 

At no time must any portion of 
the flesh save the eyes be exposci 
to the frost, and even the eyes 
| must be protected when facing a 
blizzard. Travelers ysually aug- 
ment this ‘light’”’ equipment with 2 
complete suit of reindeer furs. 


Death From Cold Painless. 

Submission to the cold of the 
Arctic has a fdifferent effect than 
might be imagined. Instead of a 


shivering and a gradual agonizing 
process of freezing, the frost over- 
comes one suddenly, and almost 
painlessly. There is a numbness in 
the more exposed portions, like the 
feet, legs and hands. Later the 
jaw becomes stiff, enarly immobile. 
A minute’s exposure of a partly 
cold hand to low temperature 
causes the fingers to become stiff 
and without feeling. It is as if 
they had gone to sleep. The man 
in danger of death from freezing 
is overtaken by a rather pleasant 
lethargy. 

A danger is found in becoming 
overheated and then tarrying to 
cool off. Even when the tempera- 
ture is 60 below, one’s body per- 
spires if all orifices of the cloth- 
ing are closed. If there are any 
holes in the equipment, the cold 
penetrates like the flame from a 
blowpipe, boring in rather than

DISPUTE OVER SPORTS 
FOR GIRLS IN ENGLAND 


Artists and Doctors on One 
Side, Sportswomen on 
the Other. 


LONDON.—A controversy is 


doctors on the one hand and 
sportswomen on the other around 
the oft-debated question as to 
whether women’s perticipation in 
sports is an aid or an enemy to 
womanly charms. 

Many prominent artists and phy- 
siclans have taken up the cudgels 
against, and an equally large 
number of well-known sportswom- 
pen and woman doctors have en- 
tered the lists in defense of their 
participation. 

The doctors and artists contend 
that the modern woman is ruining 
her figure, losing all her grace and 
gradually reducing herself to a 
condition in which she will be un- 
distinguishable from man, to 
which contention the women reply 
that it is a ridiculous one and en- 
tirely unsupported by facts. 

One of the most violent of the 
“antis’ is Alfred Page, a famous 
painter of miniatures and presi- 
dent of the Society of Manicurists, 
who declares biuntly that “all 
strenuous sports are the enemies 
of womanly charm and grace.” 

Not Built for Speed. 

“The woman who is beautiful 
in the eyes of the artist is not built 
for speed in athletics,” he de- 
clares. “I can imagine a thick- 
|boned, ugly woman taking part in 
games like a man, but not a beau- 
tiful woman.” 

He is rather unkind to the 
sports girl in his statement that 
one only has to etudy the illus- 
trated papers to discover the hor-

As 
far as that bureau was concerned, 
be had never been born. The story 
of his search for proof of his own 
birth has become almost a classic 
in legal and medica! anna's. 

He went back to the little 
frm Kansas where. rumor had it, he 
-st saw the traditiona! light of 
day. His parents were dead and 
he found the old family physician 
had died. too. The village clerk 
had no record of any birth that 
could possibly be his. 

There was a very well-preserved 
record of certain pedigreed cattle 
owned by his father, but this cid 
not help much. Finally, the man 
applied to the State Department of 
Health for assistance. In the end. 
the old family physician's son, now 
past middle age himself. discovered 
in the yellow. crackling pages of 
his father’s ledger. an entry of the 
man’s birth The entry was pho- 
tographed and the physician signed 
the affidavit attached toa facsimiie 
page.

So quietly did the whole 
affair occur, in fact, that most of the audi- 
ence at first thought the shots were a part 
of the horseplay on the stage and realized 
a killing had taken place only when persons GY

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around his body.

indeed she could, she would be no longer a 
pet of the family, but scorned as an outcast, 
a moral leper. For days during the 12 weeks 
that the case was before the jury she sat on 
the witness stand baring her life. And what 
a life it was!

Hung Jury After 12 Weeks’ Trial 


She told in ruinous detail how she had 
come to New York from Pittsburg as an ar- 
tists’ model at the age of 16 and met White, 
who was then at the height of his brilliant 
career; how he had lured her to his apart- 
ment, drugged her, betrayed her and from 
that time forward kept her under his in- 
fluence, getting her small parts from time to 
time on the stage until 1902, when Thaw 
first met her. 

After Thaw became attentive to her, she

ing her to a private school at Pompton, N. J. 
When Thaw followed her there he sent her 
to Paris and Thaw followed her again. Before 
marrying Harry, she said, she finally told 
him of her association with White and thus 
caused the shock which, the defense contend- 
ed, plunged him in melancholy and finally 
drove him to kill her betrayer. 

These main facts with voluminous trim- 
mings and details were coming out for weeks, 
and then. after the jury had been out 47 
hours. it disagreed. The trial had to be held 
all over. And through the second Evelyn 
stood by Thaw as she had done in the first. 

After the first ordeal Thaw apparently re- 
alized how near he had been to the electric 
chair. and when the second began was more 
willing to abide by his attorneys’ judgment. 
A plea of insanity was advanced and the jury 
acquitted him, sending him to Matteawan, 
asylum for the criminal insane.

Another was Evelyn WNesbit’s 
scandals and her struggles with poverty and 
the drug habit, as she moved erratically 
down the slepe. 


| Thaw’s Escape From Asylum 
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Thaw first won his freedom from Mattea-

wan in 1913 when he escaped through an 


open gate one August morning and fled to 
Canada in a waiting automobile. 
later he was arrested in Quebec and deport- 

ed as an undesirable alien, but a hearing was 
held for him in Concord, N. H., which result- 
ed in hjs being formally released as sane. 

That period of freedom lasted until 1917. 

During the four years Thaw occupied himself 

by traveling, engaging tn the real estate busi- 

:ess in Pittsburg, dabbling in politics and, in 

1916, figuring in the courts again in a di- 

vorce suit against Evelyn Nesbit who had 

been estranged from him since his entry into 

Matteawan. 

After the divorce, Evelyn, hard up, re 
turned to the stage to garner what profit she 
could from her notoriety. For a time she had 
some success, appearing In London and New 
York with Jack Clifford, whom she later mar- 
ried. But she had never had much talent as 
an actress to begin with and notoriety proved 
to be a poor substitute. She went from bad 
to worse, attempted to make a living by op- 
erating a tea room, falled, was evicted for 
non-payment of rent, attempted suicide and 
even failed in that because of taking an over- 
dose of poisom. Next she became a victim 
of the morphine habit which for a long time 
threatened to complete her downfall, but 
somehow she managed to shake it off. 
Through all her adversities she declared that 
Thaw was the father of her son, whom she 
called Russell Thaw, and that at the proper 
time she would “tle up the Thaw estate.” 
Apparently she deemed Thaw’s recent move 
for his freedom the signal to start the “tle- 
ing up” process, for her opposition to his ac- 
tion was based on the claim that he would 
dissipate what remained of his fortune, in 
which her son, now 13 years old, had inheri- 
tance rights. 

It was in January, 1917, that Thaw lost 
for the second time the liberty he has just 
now regained. Following his attempt to cut 
his throat after being indicted on a charge of 
brutally beating Frederick Gump dJr., @ 
Kansas City boy, he was again adjudged in- 
sane and confined in the Pennsylvania Hos- 
pital for Mental and Nervous Diseases. His 
mother, who is declared to have spent more 
than $1,000,000 in court battles for her son, 
settled with the Gump boy's father for 
$25,000 

Not until the recent hearing was Harry's 
mother, now past 82, able to help him again, 
but she was on hand in this as she had al- 
ways been before, faithful to Me end. Her 
appearance If court was another of the long 
case’s dramatic features, for against her this 
time appeared the younger woman, also brok- 
en and lined. who once fought side by side 
with her to save Harry from the chair. 

With Thaw’'s release, the story stands writ- 
ten for the present. But there is little telling 
what chapters the future may bring forth. 
For one thing, the indictment for assault and 
battery which wag brought against Thaw at 
the time of the Gump affair is still pending. 
Now that he has been declared sane, he may 
still be prosecuted on that. Then there is 
still Evelyn Nesbit's promise to “tle up the 
Thaw estate’ for Ruasetl. 

Who can say when the “Thaw story” qill . 
finally end?

N A WELL-KNOWN university a few 
years ago there was a young professor 
who believed himself to have made a dis- 
covery of some scientific importance and 
probably of commercial value as_ well. 
He described this discovery, in a pre- 
liminary fashion, to. his colleagues on 
the faculty of science and, with their criticism 
and advice, he set about a carefully plauned series of 
experiments that would definitely determine, they 
believed, the truth or untruth of the new discovery. 
These same experiments would provide, it was ex- 
pected, the detailed and unassailable evidence neces- 
sary to convince the scientific world as a whole. 

Unfortunately, these experiments refused to dupli- 
cate the results that the young prefessor had ob- 
tained at first. Over and over again he repeated the 
operations of his original test. He was careful to 
use the same apparatus. He employed the 
same materials in the same quantities. He made 
every effort to carry out the operations in the same 
way, even down to the minutest details, such as the 
number of times a certain mixture was stirred or the 
speed with which two ingredients were poured to- 
gether. 

But in spite of every care—of care that seemed al- 
most superhuman in its effort to duplicate all fea- 
tures of the original successful experiments—the 
same results would never come. The young professor 
grew haggard. His older colleagues met him with 
smiles that were charitable enough, but just a shade 
too charitable to be consoling. 

He imagined what they said when he was not 
around. -“Too bad about young Blank. A nice 
voungster, of course, but too much inclined to jump 
at conclusions. You know, he can’t duplicate those 
astonishing experiments that he claimed in that 
investigation of his on photocatalysis.”" Whenever 
the young man let himself think thus he writhed in- 
ternally—and he couldn't help thinking. 

As a matter of fact, there probably was not one 
profess: . on the whole faculty who ever would have 
said or chought any such things. There is no kind- 
lier race alive than the elderly, seasoned university 
professor. Furthermore, all of them were scientists 
themselves, with long reeords of research. They 
knew how easy it is for the best of scientific men 
to have trouble in duplicating their results. If the 
voung professor had simply contented himself with 
defeat, dropped his experiments and admitted that 
he could not repeat his former results,*it is a hun- 
dred ehances to one that no one else in the faculty 
would have given the matter another thought. 

But the young professor did not believe that. 
took his work and himself very seriously. His ca- 
reer was to make. There was a girl. too. and dreams 
of something better than the fraternity house where, 
though long since graduated, he still occupied one of 
the cheaper rooms. It was his firm conviction. 
rightly or wrongly, that he had to solve thgt mys- 
tery of the faitwre of the experiment or else give up 
his dreams of scientific reputation, advancement in 
the university and a career. 

This conviction sharpened his wits. It happened 
that one part of the experiment which he could not 
repeat involved the digestion of some.ingredients, in 
a certain solution and at a certain temperature, for 
a period of about two days. This operation re- 
quired no attention, and it was the professor’s eus- 
tom to altow the digestion to proceed by itgelf, night 
and day, until the necessary time had elapsed.

But because of his trouble with the repetition of 
the experiment, the professor decfded to sit up with 
this long-time operation and to watch it continuous- 


ly, nig ght and day, for the necessary 48 hours. He 
did it. By dint of much black coffee he kept awake. 
And he had his rewar.|. 


This time the exjarument worked. The. 


result 
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was the same as it had been in the beginning, 
before the professor had described his resuks 
to anyone. It was quite different from the con- 
tinual failures that he had emcountered since. 

In this circumstance tliere food for 
thought. When he was with it ry minute 
the experiment apparently went through all 
right. When he left it alone, even at night, 
something happened to spoil it. Could it be 
that some ill-disposed person was entering the 
laboratory secretly, damaging the experiment 
some way, and making his escape unseen?

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WHERE THE INVISIBLE RAY 
BELONGS AMONG THE OTHER 
KNOWN VARIETY OF RAYS 


LL the rays, light included, are really 

varieties of ether waves, like the well- 

known ether waves used in radio. The 

different kinds differ only in wave 
length, the radio waves being the longest and 
the rays from radium being the shortest. The 
table below shows the kinds of rays that are 
known at present. 


THE GAMMA RAY—These rays, the shortest 
rays known, are given off continually by 
“Fadium. It is they that cause the cura- 
tive action of radium on disease. They 
are. so short that it takes more than 
three billions of them to make an inch. 


THE X-RAY—These rays, next shortest to the_ 
gamma rays, have become well known 
because of their ability to penetrate the 
human body, so that they can be used 
by physicians to investigate the char- 
acter of internal fractures or ailments. 


THE ULTRA-VIOLET RAY—These rays are 
invisible to the human eye, as are the 
X-rays and the gamma rays. Otherwise 
they are a good deal like ordinary light 
except that the waves are shorter, the 
longest pf them being about one- 
seventy-thousandth of an inch long. 


ORDINARY LIGHT RAYS—tThe rays of visible 
light zave lengths between about one- 
seventy-thousandth of an inch (which 
is for violet light) -and about one- 
thirty-thousandth of an inch, for red 
light. The other colors of light are in 
between these two extremes of “wave 
length. ~ 


THE INVISIBLE RAY—This is the invisible 
ray used in the scientific burglar alarm. 
It is just like ordinary light except tht 
its waves are longer, being about one- 
ten-thousandth of an inch long. We can- 
not see these waves at all.

Women used to have a saying that love was blind. 
Perhaps they used it to excuse their man when they 
had to introduce him to the general world.

The crowned head® 
of the céntinent were not being shuttled back and 
forth across neutral Switzerland, with the Swiss and 
the diplomats wondering what on earth to do with 
the ineffectual, useless creatures. 

In the 1890's, to be able to speak to a well-known 
King—well, wasn't- that worth a million dollers, 
which several American families could produce’ 

The American heiresses thought so, and the Eu- 
ropean nobility also thought so, only they weren't 
looking at it from the same point of view. The im- 
poverished European nobles soon learned that a 
title, any title. was worth, with a little flirting; a 
million doHars in America. They discovered that 
American girls were beautifully naive and ferocious- 
ly ambitious. They believed vows of eternal lové 
and faithfulness.

LONG the coast of China, midway between 
Hongkong and: Shanghai, there lies a 
tract of country quite devoid of any 
growth, where the barren hills which 
roll back from the sea to the rice-culti- 
vatéd country inland are strewn with 
gigantic boulders ~of some préhistoric 
glacial moraine; and it is in the numberless caves 
and subterranean passages fonmed by these great 


confused masses of rock that the sole wild occu- 
pant of the country, the Chinese tiger, finds his 
lair. 

Accordingly, the sport of tiger shooting is here 
quite a different proposition from that in India 
and other tropical countries, where the methods of 
shooting are adapted to the jungle; that is, from the 
backs of elephants, on foot on a jungle path, by 
driving, beating or sitting up over a kill. Here in 
China the animal must be tracked to his cave; 
and if found in such a position that he cannot be 
driven out to the gun, he must be blocked in so that 
the sportsman can enter with comparati¥e safety. 


Thus, whereas in India the excitement is gen- 
erally over in a few seconds, in the cave shooting a 
sportsman is frequently kept at the hfghest tension 
for several hours, having located the game, and 
while still_uncertain as to whether it will charge 
out before being successfully blocked. 


I had had my fill of the jungle. Rains, flies and 
fever had convinced me that tiger shooting in the 
tropics had its distinct disadvantages, and had made, 
me wish for a healthful country and a respectable’ 
atmosphere, where one could enjoy living and shoot- 
ing at the same time—a paradox in the jungle. I 
was unwilling to return without a tiger: glowing 
tales were told of this cave district. 

It was with the keenest anticipation that I finally. 
found myself rolling down the coast of China to- 
ward Amoy on the little Haitan. The old Scotch 
engineer told me stories over our pipes and coffee 
in the evening, of lighthouse keepers along the shore 
watching the tigers play at night on the beaches 
below, and of natives carried away from the rice 
fields within shouting distance of their very villages, 
which made me feel that at last I was In for some 
sport. 

So, though alone, except for my old Cingalese 
servant, Thomas, who had now shared with me 
many adventures, I was not at all loth the next 
morning to transfer self, goods and cha‘*tels_to the 
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care of a yellow pirate in a dilapidated junk and set 
sail for the shere. 

It was a few days later that I found myself in 
a snug little village, Chi Phaw by name, tucked away 
at the foot of the hills, with the flooded padi fields

skirting it on one side, and to the west a pagoda- 
crowned mountain, towering like a sentinel above— 
far too peaceful a scene ‘to suggest the sport on 
which I had come, 

As the guest of the vHlage, in that I was to do my 
little best in ridding them of a nuisance, I was led 
up the central path through a staring and wonder- 
ing crowd of peasants—who were unaccustomed to 
seeing white men and had no modesty about show- 
ing it, among innumerable black hogs enjoying con- 
tinuous and undisturbed slumber along the high- 
way, and past the rude hovels, within which hens, 
babies, dogs and kittens sprawled promiscuously. 

We came at the end of the village, to a remark- 
able-looking building—a sort of large shed with 
arched roof and paved floor, with one side opening 
to a courtyard flanked by a 10-foot wall, which, 
though ordinarily a temple sacred to the common 
ancestor of the village, was now, I learned, to be 
my habitation for as long as I cared to remain. 


The seven Chinese hunter men, who from now 
on were to be my escort, now presented themselves. 
They stood grinning in a row, their almond-shaped 
eyes sloping upwards, their yellow skins burnt to 
bronze from work in the rice fields, and wrinkled 
like old parchment. With one exception they were 
under five feet—hardly the imposing individuals 
I had pictured, who were to walk into the tiger’s 
den with only their torches to frighten him and 
their spears to stop a charge. 


Their weapons, however, looked sufficiently busi- 
nesslike, for each carried a sort of trident with 
three iron prongs and a heavy wooden shaft. They 
carried with them also, in a small basket, an exact 
representation in miniature of themselves—a little 
Chinaman who held in his hand the typical trident, 
and in the sand which filled the basket about him 
were burning joss sticks.

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When Sailors at Sea 


A new humanitarian use for wireless, not as spectacular as the rescue of ship- 
wrecked companies, but one which means much to a sick or injured man 
aboard ship—Only the larger passenger boats carry physicians, and on the 
vast majority of ocean-going vessels there is just a supply of drugs, designed 
for simple needs—Now, descriptions of symptoms are sent, and directions 
for treatment received, ire radio messages—Some of the actual cases, med- 


ical and surgical, recently handled in this manner ge 3: 


Y THIS time the reading public has 
grown familiar with spectacular rescues 
at sea which have been effected by means 
of radio. The groups which owed their 
preservation to radio messages have_va- 
ried in number. Sometimes it was just 
the crew of a small .freighting vessel. 
Sometimes it was the combined crew and passengers 
of a big liner. . 

Radio has brought aid and comfort to _ ships 
which were disabled, or sinking as the result of a 
storm, or even in that most terrible of all predica- 
ments upon the lonely waters—afire. 

But in the ordinary course of events, with reas- 
onably fair weather and just average good luck, 
ships do not spring leaks at sea. Nor do they drift 
helpless in hurricanes, nor burn. 


afloat, are unusual. 

And so, despite the undeniable thrill that such ad- 
ventures give to readers, they only come at rare in- 
tervals, and touch very few people. We scan the 
grim details with something of the same feeling of 
personal detachment with which we read about the 
perils encountered by gallant British climbers in 
their efforts to reach the top of Mount Everest. It’s 
exciting and splendid, but not likely ever to happen 
to us. 

However, there js angther very interesting and 
practical side to the work of radio in saving life 
at sea. It is a matter about which most of us know 
little. Yet in this less dramatic role radio is being 
used practically every day to relieve the sufferings 
of some person on a ship here, there or anywhere 
upon the vast spaces of the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans. 

This everyday, routine work is the giving of med- 
ical advice to vessels at sea. The advice is asked 
for, and supplied, by radio. It could not be obtained 
in any other way, no matter how shockingly a man 
might have been injured, or in what extremity he 
might lie from illmess. The ship’s doctor? Most of 
the large passenger vessels have such an officer, of 
course, and in this regard are independent of radio. 
Even so, doctors aboard different liners already have 
found it convenient to hold consultations about dif- 
ficult cases, by radio. 


But the greater part of this new blessing—med- 
ical advice by wireless—goes to ships other than 
the passenger vessels just mentioned. Few of the 
other ships, and this means the vast majority of sea- 
going vessels, carry a physician. All of them are 
supposed to have a supply of drugs aboard for 
“first aid’? and for the commoner ailments. Often 
this stock. of medicine is quite simple. It is dis- 
pensed when necessary by master or mate, as best 
he can. Jack Tar sick has been more or less out 
of luck. 

The U. S. Public Health Service is helping to cor- 
rect an unfortunate condition which has existed for 
centuries. No longer need the most comfortless 
small freighter cast loose from medical attention 
when she puts to sea, if equipped with radio. From 
shore stations of the Public Health Service, from 
passing liner or from warship, she can get a diag- 
nosis based upon the patient’s symptoms, and receive 
instructions for his treatment with the drugs avail- 
able. - 

At 8 o’clock in the evening of Feb. 21, this year, 
the following message was received at Marine Hos- 
pital No. 70, New York: 

“On Board Steamship Rosalind (through Radio 
Corporation of America).—Please advise treatment 
for lady with appendicitis. Ship due in Halifax to- 
morrow morning. James Martin, Master.” 

The following reply was sent: : 

“Master Steamship Rosalind (through Radio Cor- 
poration of America) .—Apply ice to right side of ab- 
domen. Rest in bed. Do not give cathartic. 

“Sprague.” 

The publication of these two messages, and others 
set forth below, is authorized by Surgeon-General 
Hugh S. Cummings. No elaboration of the words 
is necessary to realize the drama behind them—a 
woman suddenly stricken with painful and grave ill- 
ness, a ship without any doctor, a worried captain, 
keenly alive to his responsibility but quite without 
knowledge of what to do. 

Then, the appeal by radio for advice. And the 
medical man’s reply, with its warning against the 
step which most people would be tempted to take in 
such circumstances. Appendicitis is no laughing 
matter, even in the most modern hospital. What 
must it be like at sea, without a doctor? , 


The history of another case handled by the same 
Marine Hospital in the preceding month is sum- 
marized in the following series of messages. On 
Jan. 29, 1924, at 9 p. m. came an inquiry: 

“Steamship Casey (through Independent Wireless 
Co.).—Request conggpitation as to advisability of 
extraction of infecte@ teeth. Moranzes.” 

The following reply was sent:

“Steamship Casey (through Independent Wire- 
less Co.)}.—Request information as to location and 
number of teeth. Condition of gums. If there are 
any cavities in teeth and general condition and 
symptoms of patient.

That night at midnight came the reply: 

“On Board Steamship Casey.—One side lower jaw 
badly swollen. Four to five teeth affected. No 
cavities in teeth. Has been in serious condition 
and has had fever and partial collapse. Ineision 
was made in jaw and pus discharging. .Is now some 
what better. -If discharge continues; shall I extract 
teeth? , Moranzes.” 

Whereupon Marine: Hospital No. 70 sent a mes- 
sage, thanks to which, no doubt, some man today 
has five more teeth in his head than he would own 
if he had not received expert advice, dissuading him 
from what evidently .was the first intention. The 
message to the Casey said: . 

“Do not extract teeth. Apply continuous hot com- 
presses to cheek. Give five grains of aspirin every 
four hours. Give patient a dose of salts immedi- 
ately. Wash out mouth every hour with alkaline 
antiseptic. If no alkaline antiseptic, use a teaspoon- 
ful of salt to a glass of warm water. Take temper- 
ature and pulse every four hours. Keep us informed 
of condition. Sprague.” 

Another case, in which the patient was a very sick 
sailor and the treatment prescribed rather compli- 
eated, begins with the following radiogram to the 
Marine Hospital, New York City: 

July 26, 1923.—On boaml Steamship Benjamin 
Brewster. Thirty miles south of Nantucket. Have 
sick seaman. Patient took sick at 5 a. m. July 26. 
Put in ship’s hospital. At 6 a. m. gave him mild 
dose of salts. At 7:30 a. m. gave him five grains of 


quinine. Fever 103. No vomiting and slight pain 
in chest. At noon fever 104, pulse rapid (98 per 
minute). Gave him 20 grains of quinine at 2 p. m. 
Fever 103-4. Nocchills. Please advise treatment. 


“Ludt.” 
Back came the advice from the Marine Hospital: 
July 26, 1923.—Captain Steamship Benjamin 
Brewster, W. L. C.: Keep man in bed, well ven- 
tilated room. Give fluids, water, lemonade, ginger 
ale, one teaspoonful of soda bicarbonate in glass of 
water three times a day. Want more information. 
Has the man a cough?. Character of expectoration? 
Number of respirations per minute? Recommend 
putting the patient ashore and to a hospital by 
ambulance as soon as possible. The treatment given 

satisfactory. Sprague.” 


To which the commander of the vessel said: 


“July 26, 1923.—On Board Steamship Brewster, 
en route to Europe. To Medical Service, New York: 
No cough; character of expectoration white. Throat 
very dry. Respiration o. k. Fever 103-5. Face very 
flushed. Thanks for advice. Ludt.” 


With this additional light on the case the Federal 
physicians sent another message: 


“July 27, 1923.—Captain Benjamin Brewster: 
Give 20 grains quinine immediately and repeat in 
four hours. Give glass of liquid every hour until 
kidneys act well, then glass every two hours, weak 
lemonade, with very little sugar, or plain water. 
Give sponge bath with water if temperature rises 
above 103. Moderate doses of salts when necessary. 
Continue soda bicarbonate as ordered. You are 
handling case very well. Keep us informed if pa- 
tient does not improve or if he becomes worse, giv- 
ing all symptoms in full. Sprague.”’ 


Back to New York came this final message, plain- 
ly indicating that the sailor’s crisis was past and 
that he was on the road to recovery: 


“On Board Steamship Benjamin Brewster.—To 
Medico, New York: Gave patient sponge bath yes- 
terday and fever dropped almost instantly. Fever 
100 to 101, no more pains in chest. No cough, no 
sore throat. Kidneys act well. Salts effective. Pa- 
tient very hungry; keeping him on liquid diet. Con- 
tinuing soda bicarbonate as ordered and giving him

‘“Ludt.” 

A surgical case, in which competent advice caused 
the mode of treatment to be changed, is described 
in this message:, 

“On Board Steamship Delphinula.—To Medical 
Officer, Marine Hospital No. 70, New York: Del- 
phinula has patient very bad poisoned finger, or 
Whitlow finger. Has been lanced twice. Soaked in 
hot water and carbolic disinfectant, also bread poul- 
ticed every two hours. Given laxative. “After seven 
days’ treatment shows no improvement. Finger bad- 
ly swollen, slight lump under arm. Patient other- 
wise seems well. Age 20. Please advise further 
treatment. : Master.” 

The Marine Hospital replied: 

“Oct. 25.—Master Steamship Delphinula: Stop 
carbolic disinfectant. Stop brea@ poultice. Soak 
finger in ‘hot salt water solution, one teaspoonful 
table salt to one glass water, every other hour while

“You 
must thank your own wireless operator, and the 
operator at Cape May.” 

Spme remarkable incidents in which radio has fig- 
ured as ab auxiliary of medicine, previously pub- 
lished in the dkhily news, are worth briefly review- 
ing here. One case whieh attracted much atten- 
tion was that of 20-year-old John Miller, stoker on 
the U. S. Shipping Board's freighter, West Norranus, 
bound from New Orleans to Rotterdam and Bremen. 
Like most freighters, the West Norranus carried 
no doctor. but Capt. F. B. Castenara had with him 
a supply of medicines such as is usually provided on 
such craft. 

These drugs Aid not, however, include several 
items which are necessary in a severe case of lobar 
pneumonia, which wad the illness developed by 
young Miller in August, 1922. There is no doubt 
that Capt. Castenara did all that was humanly pos- 
sible for a layman to do’ when he hadn't the needed 
medicine. Faithfully he followed the radio direc- 
tions which came to him from Dr. E. K. Sprague, 
who figures in some of the radio messages cited 
above in other cases. Dr. A. Sprink of the U. 8S. 
Public Health Service, New York, also gave ad- 
vice by radio. And Dr. Hodgson of the westbound 
liner President Monroe wae heard from, too. 

All these competent physicians necessarily adapt- 
ed their directions to the means at Capt. Castenara’s 
command. 

But it was no use. The boy grew steadily worse. 
He needed medicines not available on the West Nor- 


ranus and he needed a trained nurse and frequent

retained no nourishment for three days, and two 
husky seamen had to be stationed outside the de- 
lirious youth’s door to keep him from getting out 
of bed and jumping overboard, the medical men 
advised Capt. Castenara to get. in touch with the 
nearest ship and transfer his patient. Nice prospect. 
that, for a man dangerously ill in midocean! 

Straightway Capt. Castenara asked for, and re- 
ceived, authority from the U. S. Shipping Board to 
transfer his patient if such a procedure should prove 
to.be warranted. And to make a long story short, 
the eastbound liner President Garfield promptly 
altered her course when the matter was presented 
to her commander, Capt. H. L. Look. She even 
turned back, for a few hours, to meet the oncoming, 
slow freighter. The latter ship was asked to make 
as much smoke as possible. It was heavy weather, 
with choppy seas and rain. 

Finally, the big liner, with her passenger list of 
rich, important people, and the freighter, with only 
her smal).crew and one very sick stoker aboard, met 
each other. The President Garfield lowered a boat, 
which went to the West Norranus. In the boat 
careful hands placed John Miller, strapped to a nar- 
row iron cot. Then back again to the President Gar- 
field, where passengerslined the rail of the big, 
luxurious linereas it lay strangely idle upon the 
heaving Atlantic. 

The ship’s doctor on the President Garfield, by the 
way, was Dr. Glover H. Copher, a native-born Mis- 
sourian, who afterwards became a member of the 
teaching staff at his alma mater, the Washington 
University School of Medicine. Here young Miller 
received the medicines, the nursing and physician's 
care which he needed, and when the President Gar- 
field steamed up the Thames River a few days later 
he was very decidedly convalescent. 

Capt. Look’s official report shows that the di- 
verted steaming distance of the President Garfield 
was 76 miles, and the time off her course, 6 hours 
18 minutes. She was stopped 1 hour 37 minutes, 
so the total time lost in the rescue was 7 hours 55 
minutes—certainly a serious matter in the schedule 
of an ocean greyhound. And the anger of those de- 
layed passsengers may be judged from the fact that 
a “benefit’’ entertainment was arranged on board 
the President Garfield and the proceeds of almost 
$100 handed to John Miller. 

One Sunday in May, 1921, a naval radio operator 
named ©. R. Glass, on the Farallone Islands, 30 
miles Off the California coast, sent out calls asking 
for instructions in the emergency treatment of his 
wife, suddenly ill. He was told howto proceed, and a 
Before nightfall Mrs. 
Glass was in a San Francisco hospital. 

Just imagine a ship far at sea without any fire 
in her galley! It was in March, 1922, that radio 
messages from the freighter Blossomheath, 1000 
miles southwest of San Francisco, described symp- 
toms of the serious illness of John Keating, ship's 
cook. .The Marine Hospital at San Francisco sent 
back a prescription 15 minutes later. Messages 
which came afterwards said Keating was much 
better. 

Another case was that of several sailormen aboard 
the Danish freighter A. T. Lanterhavet, which had 
sailed from Malta. Their malady was diagnosed by 
Dr. Lee Brown of the Royal Mail liner Oropesa, as 
both vessels were vovaging to New York. They 
were many miles apart, but radio spanned ghe dis- 
tance. Dr. Brown, who had been at Malta with a 
British squadron during the war, recognized the ifll- 
ness as Malta fever, a speries of malaria. 

One of the more unusual stories about medical 
advice by radio, and there is an element of humor 
in it, too, concerns the pulling of a tooth which had 
driven its unfortunate owner almost frantic. The 
incident was described in November, 1922, by Dr. A. 
E. Wood, surgeon upen the liner America of the 
United States Lines. Late one night, said Dr. Wood, 
a radiogram was received from the captain of a 
small) freighter. then 500 miles distant from the 
America. The captain reported he had been suffer- 
ing for five days with a toothache, and wanted in- 
structions about removing the guilty molar. 


Now, Dr. Wood was not a dentist, but a surgeon. 
However, the case looked like an emergency. Hav- 
ing gotten a detailed history of the toothache, Dr. 
Wood decided that extraction was necessary. The 
captain of the freighjer said his chief engineer was 
prepared to pull the molar with a pair of wire pliers, 
when detailed directions were furnished him. 


Thereupon, with all the exactness of which he was 
capable, Dr. Wood described how the operation 
should be performed. Back came a message from 
the freighter, stating that the directions were fully 
understood and that the chief engineer and his pliers 
were about to do the job. And in half an hour came 
the eloquent Message: 

“Tooth successfully yanked. Your generous as- 
sistance warmly appreciated. God bless you.” 

In November last year radio saved the life of a 
sailor who was suffering from acute gastritis aboard 
the steamer Venetian, 1200 miles at sea. Directions 
for the man's treatment were sent to the ship's of- 
ficers by Maj. H. L. Heidreck of the VU. 8. Public 
Health Serfice at Los Angeles. 

Late in December of last year, calls for help in 
subduing a maniac were received at San Pedro, Cal., 
from. the crew of the British tramp steamer, Roman 
Star. then 2000 miles distant, in the South Pacific. 
Dr. A. J. Langan, police surgeon, sent suggestions 
by radio. Later messages from the Roman Star said 
the crew had managed to lock the crazy man ip @ 
storeroom, after a vicious struggle,

NEW INSTRUMENT WARNS OF

HE United States Bureau of 
Standards has perfected a new 
instrument which can be placed 
in any part of a structure of 
metal girders, like the framework of an 
airship, and which will indicate elec- 
trically whether the strain on a certain 
girder is safe or is too great.

Surely no fact that we know is 
more marvelous than this. 


SOLID GLASS IS LIKE A SIEVE. 


HE same week that Prof. Baxter an- 

nounced his discovery about the co- 
balt in meteorites, Dr. Van Voorhis of 
Princeton told the American Physical 
Society that helium gas (the same gas 
that is used to inflate the navy airship 
Shenandoah) would leak through solid 
glass. If you corked up some helium in 
a glass bottle and left it alone for a long 
enough time all the helium would leak 
out. Glass seems solid but really there 
are millions of tiny spaces between the 
invisible atoms of it. Tiny as these 
spaces are the helium slowly gets 
through them.
